NEW LAWS! 


More Bills Signed By Governor Penny- 


packer. 


Governor Pannypacker has signed a 


large number of bills the past week, 
among them being the following: 


Fixing a penalty of 8100 or six 


morths' imprisonment for the sale of 
c^eaine or any patent or proprietary 
remedy containing cocaine without a 
physician's prescriptioi or to an habit- 
ual user of cocaine. 


Permitting farmers to sell their own 


products without a licanse in and about 
the streets of boroughs aud cities. 


Providing that deeds may be ac- 


knowledged before any justice of the 
paace, notary public, or other officer 
having authority to take acknowledg- 
ment of deeds or other instruments of 
writing. 


To establish county associations of 


school directors. 


Authorizing county commissioners 


to have the county bridges painted and 
the bolts tightened as often as may be 
necessary. 


Enabling the burgess or council oi 


a borough or incorporated town, by 
ordinance, to annex adjacent territory 
upon petition of a majority of the free- 
hold owners. 


Requiring county commissioners to 


publish not later than June 1 their an- 
nual statement. 


Appropriating 43,000 for the prepa- 


ration and publication of the names 
and records of enlistment of Pennsyl- 
vanians in the Philippine and Chios 
wars. 


Permitting the election of one female 


overseer of the poor in boroughs and 


Providing for the payment of liquor 


license money to school districts in 
townships in which the roads shall 
have been made and repaired by tax- 
payers pursuant to the Act of June 12, 


1893. 


Increasing the salary of the state 


treasurer from 85,000 to 88,000 annual- 


Requiring school tax collectors in 


boroughs and 
townships to make 


monthly statements to the secretary of 
the school board and providing for the 
meeting of school directors aud tax col- 
lectors and for the collection and pay- 
ment of all school taxes to the treas- 
urer on or before the first Monday of 
June in each year. 


Authorizing the governor to appoint 


a commission of five persons to pur. 
chase land and erect homes for old, 
crippled and helpless miners and their 
wives who have reached the age of 
fifty-five years. 


Requiring persons filing objections 


in the court to a nomination paper or 
certificate of nomination to pay the 
costs when their objections are not 
sustained. 


Providing that a trial judge may re- 


view evidence discovered after a con- 
viction in a murder case in consider- 
ing an application for a new trial. 


Holding that at elections at which 


the increase in indebtedness of a mu- 
nicipality or election district is sub- 
mitted to the people the question need 
not be printed on a separate ballot. 


Authorizing chief burgesses to ad- 


minister oaths in matters pertaining 
to borough affairs. 


Designating a uniform date when 


county commissioners shall issue their 
precepts to assessors to make their tri- 
ennial assessment. Such precepts shall 
be issued before the second Monday of 
Saptember and return made not later 
than December 31, 1903, and triennial, 
ly thereafter. 


Requiring every justice of the peace 


to give the data of the expiration of 
his commission in attesting any paper. 


Making it a misdemeanor to wilfully 


and maliciously poison a dog. 


Authorizing county commissioners 


to furnish metal markers for the graves 
of United States soldiers and sailors 
on petition of ten residents of any 
township, borough or city.

In its sketch of the life of Hon. Lewis 


A Turner, who died at Berlin on April 
18, at the age of 74 years, the Berlin 
Record says: 


Lewis A. Turner was born in Bedford 


county, where he received his education, 
and was married to Miss Maria Egolf. 
About 1856 they removed to this county, 
locating at Fine Hill, where Mr. Turner en- 
gaged in the mercantile business. The bus- 
iness proved very successful and after a 
few years he engaged in manufacturing 
and purehising barrel staves, commonly 
called shook, at that time one of the princi- 
pal industries of this section. He gave em- 
ployment to a large number of workmen, 
but finally met with financial reverses, 
owin* to the rascality ol commission mer- 
chants to whom he • consigned the product 
of his shops. It is said that he lost 18,000 
on a single consignment of barrel staves 
shipped to Havana. Mr. Turner was active 
in politics and in 1871 wai elected asso- 
ciate judge for a term of five years.

The following extract from the speech 


of Alexander H. Stephens, vice-president 
of the Confederate States, delivered in 
the secession conTention of Georgia in 
January, 1801, was handed to UB by our 
fellow-townsman, .lames Boor: 


The step (secession) mice token am 


never be recalled, and ail the baneful 
consequences that must follow will rest 
on the convention for all coming time. 
When we and our posterity shall see our 
lovely south desolated by the demon of 
war, which this act of yours will inevita- 
bly invite and call forth; when our green 
fields of waving harvests shall be trod 
den down by the murderous soldiery and 
fiery car of war, sweeping over our 
land, our temples of justice laid in ashes, 
all 
the horrors 
and desolations of 


war upon us, 
who but 
this con- 


vention will be held responsible for 
it, and who but he that shall give his 
vote for this unwise and ill-timed meas- 
ure shall be held to strict account for this 
suicidal act by the present generation, 
and probably cursed and execrated by 
posterity in all coming time, tor the wide 
and desolating ruin that will inevitably 
follow this act you now propose to perpe- 
trate! 


Pause, I entreat you, and consider for 


a moment what reason you can give that 
will even satisfy yourselves in calmer 
moments—what reason you can give to 
your fellow-sufferers in the calamity hat 
it will bring. 
What reasons can you 


give to the nations of the earth to justify 
it? They will be the calm and deliberate 
judges hi the case, and to what cause, or 
one overt act, can you point on which to 
rest the plea of j astlflcation? What right, 
has the north assailed? What interest 
of the south has been invaded? What 
justice has been denied, or what claim 
founded in justice and right has been 
withheld? Can any of you today name 
one governmental act of wrong deliber- 
ately and purposely done by the govern 
ment at Washington of which, the south 
has a right to complain? I challenge the 
answer. 


Oa the otlier hand, let me show the 


facts of which I wish you to judge: I will 
only state facts which are clear and un 
deniable, and which now stand as rec 
ords authentic in the history oi our coun- 
try. When we of the south, demanded 
the slave trade or the importation of Afri 
cans for the cultivation of our lands, did 
they not yield the right for twenty years? 
When we asked for a three-fifths repre 
resentation in congress for our slaves, 
was it not granted? When we demand 
ed the return of any fugitive from justice, 
or the recovery of those persons owing 
laborer allegiance, was it not incorpo- 
rated in the Oonstltution, and again rati 
fled and strengthened in the fugitive 
slave law of 1850 ? When we asked that 
more territory should be added, that we 
might spread the institution of slavery, 
have they not yielded to our demands, 
in giving Louisiana, Florida.and Texas, 
out of which lour states have been carved 
aud ample territory for four more to be 
added in due time, if you, by this unwise 
and impolitic act, do not destroy this 
hope, and perhaps by it lose all, and have 
your last Blare wrenched from you by 
stern military rule, as South America and 
Mexico were, or by the vindictive decree 
of universal emancipation, which may 
reasonably be expected to follow? 


But what hare we to gain by this pro- 


posed change of our relation to the gen- 
eral government? We have always had 
the control of it, and can yet, it we re- 
main in it, and are united as vre have 
been. We have had a majority of the 
presidents chosen from the south, as well 
as the control and management of moat 
ot those chosen from the north. We have 
had sixty years, of southern presidents 
to their twenty-four, thus controlling the 
executive department. So of the judges 
of the supreme court, we have had eigh 
teen from the nouth and but eleven from 
the north. 
Although nearly four-fifths 


of the judicial business bas arisen in the 
free states, yet a majority of she court 
has always been fromthesouth. This we 
have required so as to guard against any 
interpretation of the Constitution unfav- 
orable to us. In like manner we have 
been equally watchful to guard our inter- 
ests in the legislative branch of govern- 
ment. In choosing the presiding presi- 
dent* (pro tern.) of the senate, we have had 
twenty-four to their eleven. Speakers of 
the house we have had twenty-three and 
they twelve. While the majority of rep 
reseutatives, from their greater popula- 
tion, have always been from the north, 
yet we have so generally secured the 
speaker, because he, to a great extent, 
shapes and controls the legislation of the 
country. 


Nor have we had lea? control in every 


other department of the general zovern- 
ment. Of attorney-generals we have had 
fourteen, while the north have had but 
five. Of foreign ministers we have had 
eighty-six, and they had but fifty-four. 
While three-fourths nf the business which 
demands diplomatic agents abroad is 
clearly trom the free states, from their 
greater commercial interest, yet we have 
had the principal embassies, so as to 86 
cure the world's markets for onr cotton, 
tobacco and sugar on the best possible 
terms. We have had a vast majority of 
the higher officers of both army and 
navy, while a larger proportion of the 
soldiers a»d sailors were drawn from the 
north. 
Equally so of clerks, auditors 


and comptrollers filling the executive 
departments. The recor.1 shows for the 
last fifty yea-s that of the 3,000 thus em- 
ployed, we have had more than two 
thirds of the same, while we have but 
one-third of the white population of the 
republic. Again, look a', another item 
in wb:ch we have a ureat and vi'al in-

I told him he could have that and 


more, too," said Yontsey. "Abont that 
ime," said the witness, "Goebel came 
n the gate and I pointed him out to 
Howard and then ran from the room 
As I disappeared down the steps to 
the basement I heard the crack o: 
Howard's rifle." 


Youtsey said the at the time of the 


ihooting he was private secretary to 
Auditor Sweeney, but that while his po 
.itical status was not definitely fixed i' 
was understood he was to have a good 
place under Taylor. "Governor Tay- 
or," said Youtsey, "directed every 
thing we did. We regarded him as 
our leader and he was morally respon 
sible for all we did. We knew we hac 
;he governor and the pardoning pow 
er behind us and we were not afraid 
of punishment for killing Goebel.' 
Youtsey said further that he had an 
additional incentive to tell the story,as 
Taylor, Powers and others had nsec 
him as a cat's paw and scapegoat and 
then deserted him when he got into 
trouble.

If perjury were 
necessary to secure them freedom it 
may always be had in any amount 
The procuring of evidence against Ital- 
an criminals has always been diffi- 
cult, for in a number of cases the wit- 
nesses against these Italians have sud- 
denly disappeared, no one seems to 
know how or where. They were blot- 
ted out from the human calendar and 
the places that knew them once shall 
mow them no more forever. 


It soon became evident that an alibi 


was to be proven in the New Orleans 


=e and thus was justice to be defeat 


ed. This fact became so evident thai 
the better class of people in New Or- 
.eans were shocked at the revelation 
and a raid was made upon the jail al 
night and the principal criminals were 
killed there and then. There wasa ter. 
rible cry against the outrage and satis 
faction was demanded for their taking 
off. It was during the trial of the 
criminals who were killed that the ex 
stence ot the Mafia was proven in the 
United States, and the fact was as cer- 
tain as day that any witness against 
the criminal carried hie life in his 
hand thereafter. 
Last week the city 


was startled by the discovery of a body 
packed up in a barrel. A curious wo 
man passing by lifted up the cover to 
see what the barrel contained and dis 
covered a human body. She fled af 
frighted, screaming at the uncanny 
discovery. Her alarm soon brought a 
crowd and it was only a few hours 
when all New York was made aware 
of the horrid find. A secret eould no 
be kept long in this city and the body 
was soon identified as that of an Ital 
an detective, connected with onr city 
police and known among his friends as 
the strike breaker.

that one recalcitrant juror can de 
feat the just judgment ol eleven of his 
associates.

CURIOUS SCENE IN GENOA 


A Street Where the SUII'K Light I» 


Obscured liy Drying ClotheM. 


One of the most curious scenes in 


all Italy is to be found ia the laun- 
dresses' quarter in Genoa. This quar- 
ter consists of a short street which is 
reached by descending a few steps 
branching off from the main thorough- 
fare. 
Buildings of six stories rise on 


each side of the street, and from ev- 
ery one of their windows is stretched 
one or more clotheslines sagging with 
the weight of apparel of every kind 
and condition. An eternal shadow cast 
by hundreds of drying garments hangs 
over this quarter and makes it dark 
and gloomy. The pedestrian who looks 
upward toward the blue sky can see 
nothing but a cloud of variegated shape 
and color which effectively obscures 
the light of the sun. 


In the center of the street below 


there stand in a sort of summer house 
a number of public tanks. Crowds of 
shrill voiced women gather day by day 
about this out of door laundry to ex- 
change the gossip of the quarter and 
wash out their piles of soiled linen. 
From the appearance of the lines which 
stretch and intertwine far above the 
pavement it is to be judged that all the 
washing that is done in Genoa at all 
is done in this particular street—De- 
troit Free Press. 


The First American Book. 


It is a remarkable fact that in a year 


after the first printing press was estab- 
lished in Cambridge, Mass., or in 1640 
an American book was issued from il 
(being the first published In what are 
now the United States), which was 
soon after reprinted in England, where 
it passed through no less than eighteen 
editions, the lust being issued in 1754 
thus maintaining a hold on English 
popularity for 114 years. 
This was 


the "Bay Psalm Book." 
It passed 


through twenty-two editions in Scot- 
land, where it was extensively known 
the last bearing date 1759, and as i' 
was reprinted without the compiler en 
joying pecuniary benefit from Its sale 
we have irrefutable proof that Eng 
land pirated the first American book 
being in reality the original aggressor 
In this line. This first American work 
enjoyed a more lasting reputation and 
had a wider circulation than any vol 
ume since of American origin, having 
passed in all through seventy editions 
a very remarkable number for the age 
in which It flourished. 


Vernet at the

Two or three miles back of Plym- 


outh, Mass., is a modest little pond 
called Billiugton's sea. Billiugton, an 
adventurous pilgrim, had climbed a 
tree and, 
looking westward, 
had 


caught sight of the shimmering water. 
He looked at It with a wise surmise, 
and then the conviction flashed upon 
him that he had discovered the goal of 
hardy mariners—the great soijth sea. 
That was a great moment for Billing- 
ton.

tion. It turned out that it was the 
Pacific that they saw from their peak 
of Darien, while Billington's sea does 
not grow on acquaintance.

SqunrlnK the Circle. 


The origin of the problem squaring 


the circle is almost lost in the mists of 
antiquity, but there Is a record of an 
attempted quadrature In Egypt BOO 
years before the exodus of tlie Jews. 
There is also a claim, according to 
Hone, that the problem was solved by 
a discovery of Hippocrates, the geo- 
rnetricifln of Chios—not the physician- 
500 B. C. Now, the efforts of Hippoc 
rates were devoted toward converting 
a circle into a crescent, because be had 
found that the area of a figure pro 
duced by drawing two perpendicular 
radii in a circle is exactly equal to the 
triangle formed by the line of junction 
This is the famous theorem of the 
•'luiios of Hippocrates" and is, like 
gliiulior's salts out of the philosopher' 
stone, an example of the useful results 
which sometimes follow a search for 
the unattainable. 


The Origin of the Maxtlff. 


Mastiff is a term applied to a very 


large and powerful species of the 
canine family, and there is considera 
ble conflict of opinion regarding the 
origin of the word. Some claim that i' 
is derived from the Italian niastlno o 
the French mastiu, both of which slg 
uify large limbed. 


This word, they say, was gradually 


corrupted into inasty, a Llncolnshir 
expression meaning very large, mus 
cular or big, until it gradually as 
sumed its present form. Others agai 
eay its true origin Is the old Gerrna 
ruasten, to fatten, because the mastiff 
Is a large dog and so seems better fe 
than any other.
